Gives Night Train From Portland
to San Francisco and Makes
Run in 34 Hours.

A third daily train to Ssn Francisco
will be]iput into operation by the
Southern Pacific, beginning pext Sun-
day. The great increase in traffic be-

: tween Portland and San Francisco

during the past year has made the ad-
ditionsl train necessary. At present |
the Overland leaviog Portiaud each
evening is 8o crowded that it has been
the custom for the past few months
to rop it in two sections, The same
is true of the train arriving there from |
San Francisco in the mornings. The
pew train will clip two hoars off the
present  30-hour echedole. In  the
Spring, when the main line will be
in better condition for fast running,
better time probably will bo made.

The new train to the south will
leave Portland daily at 11:30 p. m.,
arriving at San Fraocisco at 9:48 a.
m,the second morning. The schedule
it intended to meet the demands of
bosy men who dislike to spend more
time on the road than is absolotely
oecessary. The time of departure
allows one to spend the evening in
Portland and take the trmin ab bed
time. The present scheduole, whereby
the evening Overland departs at 8:45
p. m., makes it pecessary for the
traveler to spend an additional even-
ing on the train,

The new overland will leave San
Francisco at 3:45 p. m. and reach
Portland st 11:30 p. m. the pext
oight. This arriviog time will be a
decided benefit to passengers for the
Sound, who will be enabled o catch
the Northern Paocific train leaving at
11:45 p. m.

The pew train will be offcially
desigoated aa No, 18, and, in addi-
tion to one of the heaviest and most
powerfal ‘oil-burning passenger looco-
motives in the Southern Pacifio ser-
vice. will bave the following equip-
meot: An observation oar, a dioer,
three stapdard Pullmans, a toarist
nleeper, a chair ear, smoker and com-
bination muil, baggage and express

car, Plans for the additional ser-
vice have been in preparation for
some time,

In addition to another Overland,
somé ohanges will be made in the
time card of the other throogh trains
Train No. 11, the morping Overland,
leaving at 8 4. m., will leave at 8:10,
giving connections with the Sound,
Spokans and West Side Sosothern Pa-
oific traing.

The line of march was
from the opera house south on Sixth
street for five blocks and returning on
Sixth to A street, then back to the
opera house. Tha entire distance was
ablnze with red fire and the air was
filled with sky rockets and the blaze
of Roman candles.

The ceremony of adoption which
was held in the cpera hoose was very
impressive and the 112 palefaces who
were instrocted in the ways of the
chaes by the honting parties from the
tribes were thoroughly {impressed
with the noble principles and teacn-
ings of the order.

At 10 o'olock the work was finished
und all repaired to the banguet hall in
the pew Tuffs block where 400 Red-
men sat down to s sumptoons feast,
Four tables stood side by side the full
length of the hall, each table seating
100 persons.

JASPER JENNINGS
GETS NEW TRIAL

Supreme Court Reverses the De-
ciston of the Circult

Cowurt.

The Sapreme ocoort this week ren-
derd an opinion in the Jasper Jen-
pings osse, granting a new trial, the
motion for which has been standing
|l'or the greater part of n year. Jasper
Jeonings was indicted jointly with
his sister Dora, for rthe alleged
killing of their father, Newton M.

Jennings, in September, 1005 The
trials were held separately at the
Janunry term.  Jusper  was  tried

first, & verdict of conviction was se-
cured and he was sentenced to be
hanged. Through his attoroey, H.
D. Norton, he appealed to the su-
preme court.

A stay of execution was granted
and gow the judgment of the lower
court has been reversed and a new
trinl ordered. Dora Jennings was
tried also in the Jaunuoary term, the
jury Iailing to resch a werdict. In
the rétrinl of the case in the April
term'she was acquitted.

The reversal is made on the exoep-
tioos taken by Mr. Nortoo to the rul-
ings of the lower court at the time of
the trial. Five amsignments of error
are specified, among them being the
sdmmsion of opinionated testimony
of witnesses tending to show from
what poiot the fatal shot was fired.

There is s ocovsiderable sentiment
amotg the people of this coanty, in
view of the reversal, that it might be
wiser to drop the case than to stand
the expense of & new trial mod s mo-
tion to that effect by the district at-
torney would be largely commended.

The osse sgniost Jasper since his
first trial has been materially weakensd
by the acqalttal of Dorm, as they
were indloted jointly. Thoogh the
contention of the state during his
trial was that he was a principal in
the murder, it is known that the ver-
diot of the jury was brought more on
the grounds of his being an aocessory,
The noquittal of Dorn after a full and
fair trial in wbich no evidence of
the state was excladed exorts a weak-
eniog offect on the ocawse sgainst Jas.
| per, leaving him 1o the situstion of a
presamptive sccessory with no prin.
cipal. The evidence agsinst both
| was purely ciroumstantial, and no
direot evidence coald be prodeced
(oonnecting either of them with the
muarder,

May be Taken to Rid District
of Diseased Trees.

The trial of '.’ha Tonso  Insted tﬂl
days and aroused inteuse interdst nok
only in Clacknmas coonty but in n!ﬁu
sections of tho state, ns it was genere
nlly oconsidered a test of tho law,
under which Commissioner Reid,
while aoting in his offloinl capacity,
notifled T. R. A. Bellwood of Mil-
wankio to spray the trees in his ore
chard, and after his failors fo do so
took some men, went into the orchard
and oot down 84 prane trees that were
infested with San Jose scale. The
law has been bitterly oppolul.a
antagonised by several froit growers
and the viotory for the adberents of
olean frait is generally satinfactory.

The ruliogs of Judge MoBride on
questions that arose dariog the trial
wore in favor of the defendant im
every instunce. The ocoort sald that
Reid bad a right to out down the
trees, after Sellwood bad falled te
comply with the Isw, and his in-
structions to the jury were clear and
deolsive.

Hs said there were only three propas
witions to be oconsidered—whether or
not the orohard was finfested ; whether
the plaiosif had been given notice
and time in  whioh to spray, and
whethur ho had sprayed.

“The oaprt deflned) the datiss of the
fruit inspector, aod said when the
offioinl found ao orohard in » diveased
conditlon it was hiv duty to notify
the owner, and after he had falled
and nogleoted to spray his trecs, the
{nspector conld use his discretion in
oither entting down the orobhard or
sprayiog the troes bimself and oharg-
ing the expense as a llen against the
property. He roled that it waa
necessary for the froit inspector te
(warn of the consequencos that might
onwtie in the event of failure to speay,
and that ignorance of the law was no
